The biggest improvement in the school program has been to add a teacher- 
principal to the staff. Last year with Mrs. Sanderson trying to teach an over- 
loaded classroom of grades 3, 4, and 5, and Miss Spaulding trying to teach 
an overloaded 6, 7, and 8th grade class, these pupils were under a handicap 
in overcrowded classes. This year with the addition of Mr. Claude Desorcie 
as teacher-principal for grades 7 and 8, each teacher now has two grades in 
his or her classroom, thus permitting each teacher to give more individual 
pupil attention than was previously possible, with the result in greater learning 
on the part of each pupil. The average pupil-teacher ratio in the state last 
year was approximately 22 pupils per teacher. Our present pupil-teacher 
ratio is about equal to this. 


The School Board has taken advantage of Mr. Desorcie’s splendid talent in 
music and he is now able to devote some time so that all the pupils have music 
‘training twice per week. 


The teaching of social studies (geography and history) has been revamped 
this year after a thorough study was made last year of this area. Previously 
there were areas of the world where little study was given. 


The pupils are benefitting from our educational television. Antenna 
connections were placed in each room and the T.V. set was placed on wheels 
so that it could be rolled from room to room. Each teacher has a T.V. guide 
suggesting the grade level which might profit the most from that particular 
daily program, 


The per pupil cost of operating the Mt. Holly School last year was $206.43 
according to the State Department of Education. Of the five towns in the 
Rutland-Windsor District, Mt. Holly had second to the lowest per pupil cost. 
The lowest town had a per pupil cost of $200.05 and the highest was $345.72 
per pupil. The state average cost per pupil was $253.41. 


To give you an idea of how our teacher salaries compare with others, the 
following figures should be helpful: the average salary of our four teachers this 
year is $3,637.50; the state average is $4,344 according to the governor’s fiscal 
advisor; and the average teacher salary throughout the United States is $5,025 
according to the National Education Association. 
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As can be expected, prices will go up next year on supplies, equipment, 
and textbooks. Textbooks alone will increase approximately 5.14%. Tuition 
costs for our high school pupils will also rise. The tuition at Rutland High 
School for next year will be $425. Wallingford High School and Black River 
High School in Ludlow have set their tuition not to exceed $325. It may 
possibly be a few dollars less than this, however, this will not be known until 
June 30. By law a town cannot pay over the $325 limit on tuition unless it is 
specifically voted in Town Meeting. 


It has been a pleasure for me to have worked in Mt. Holly this past year, 
and the excellent support given by the School Board, the Principal, the Teach- 
ers, and the Citizens has been most gratifying.

Following is a 
description of all the State Health Department services available to your town 


With the aim of keeping children well and helping handicapped children, 
well-child and school conferences are held throughout the state. Nutrition 
and dietary consultations are offered. Local physicians may refer children 
for pediatric consultations, services or appliances for orthopedic, cardiac, 
plastic or neurological conditions, or mental retardation, and financial aid is 
given toward hospitalization costs. 


In an effort to control communicable disease, chest X-rays, children’s 
immunizations, including boosters, for diphtheria, whooping-cough and/or 
tetanus, and polio immunizations for children and adults are given. The 
State Laboratory performs tests on water samples, food and dairy products, 
blood specimens and various other specimens. Vaccines, antitoxins and 
biologicals are distributed for protection against communicable diseases. 


Sanitary inspections or consultations are made at food and lodging places 
and concerning town water supplies, sewage disposal, public buildings and 
other problems to protect health through improved town sanitation. Services 
to maintain and improve adult health in industry include chest X-rays and 
inspections and consultations at plants. Hospitals, nursing homes and homes 
for the aged are inspected and consultations given, in connection with the 
state licensing program and the Hill-Burton federal aid program for hospital 
and medical facility construction. 


Mental health services are received by individuals and groups through 
regional guidance clinics, educational meetings or consultations, as well as 
interviews with psychiatrists, psychologists and psychiatric social workers. 
Under the community mental health program to develop local projects for 
prevention, treatment or education in mental health, financial assistance and 
staff consultations are available. 


To promote better dental health, consultations and services are provided 
groups and individuals on town or school dental health problems. 


In cancer work individuals receive diagnosis and treatment at tumor 
clinics and financial help with hospitalization costs. 


All programs in the department offer educational services. Pamphlets, 
films, a news release and information service and speakers are available. A 
health educator is available to help town groups study their town health 
problems and to plan educational services. 


The district Public Health nurse served at well-child and school confer- 
ences, X-ray and immunization clinics, assisted by local people. She visited 
homes, doctors and agencies on behalf of the community’s health activities 
and individuals. Her service is an essential element in the department’s pro- 
gram for health promotion, disease prevention, diagnosis, treatment and 
education.

Following officers 
were elected: Sherwin Clark, Treasurer; Lloyd Pratt, Selectman; Donald 
Tarbell, Road Commissioner; Harry Colburn, Overseer of Poor; Dana Daven- 
port, Lister; Lucille Johnson, Auditor; Ist Constable, Hollis Priest; 2nd Con- 
stable, Alfred Bumps; Tax Collector, Daniel J. Freeman; Grand Juror, Warren 
Lackey; Town Agent, Francis Tarbell. Sherwin Clark was elected Trustee of 
Public Funds. Voted to pay Town Clerk a salary of $500.00. Voted to appro- 
priate money for permanent highways according to Article 6 in Warning. 
Voted to authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 
Voted for the sale of beer, wine and liquor. Voted to use one-half of the 
forestry receipts for schools and one-half for town roads. Voted to authorize 
the Selectmen to acquire land for municipal forest. Voted to spend the one-half 
cent gas tax on State Aid road to Hortonville. Tabled Article 12 concerning 
bonding the Town for part of the cost of Tarbellville road.
